NOW FERTILIZE; the ideal plant food for lawns being two parts MICHIGAN PEAT mixed with 
one part SHEEP or CATTLE MANURE applied at the rateof 100 Ibs. per 1,000 sq. ft. Work this into the soil thor- 
oughly. Now apply the seed, sowing one pound to 250 sq. ft. The best way to sow seed evenly is to divide it 
in half and go over the plot twice, the second seeding at right angle to the first. If possible go over the surface 
with a lawn roller to press the seed into the soil. When watering use a fine spray to prevent the seed from 


washing out.
